Of Rent Laws 


Elimination of the provisions of 
the War Time Prices and Trade 
Board's regulation that prevents 
the levelling-up on sub-standard 
rents of housing accommodation 
to the level commonly prevailing 
for similar accommodation in the 
vicinity, is asked for in a brief re- 
cently submitted to Hon. J. Lb, 
Isley. Dominion ministér of fin- 
ance, by the Ontario Asscciation 
of Real Estate Boards, and con-

Modification is sought also of the 
regulation requiring at least 12 
months notice to vacate in the case 
of rented housing accommodation 
to enable possession to be obtain- 
ed by a purchaser who undertakes 
that the premises will be occupied 
either by himself or some member 
of his family, or by an employee, It 
is suggested that the notice period 
should not exceed three months,

tenants serving in the armed forces, 
The brief suggests that some con- 
cessions must be made to owners of 
rented housing accommodation as it 
is the feeling of these owners that 
they are being unfairly and un- 
wisely dealt with and that the dis- 
satisfaction with rental regulations 
will grow to very considerable 
dimensions, and the best possible 
solution of the housing problem 
which now confronts the Dominion 
will be retarded if not prevented.

Alberta's quota of the Red Cross fund 
objective is $400,000, That is a goodly 
sum, but not out of proportion to the 
population and wealth of the province. It 
is certainly not out of keeping with the 
number of Alberta men who have enlisted 
in the fighting forces, and who must look 
to the Red Cross to bring them comforts if

covering the year which ends with the 
present month. 

The total expenditure th planned 
was $3,900,000,000, an all-time record. As 
Suggested in the budge’ statement, this 


amount was exceeded by the unex} 
expansion of war industry, and a suppl 
mentary vote of more than $80U,000,000 
had to be made at the present session to 
cover the extra cost. 

Last year an item 
was included “to furnish food, raw m 
erials and munitions of war to the United 
Kingdom.” This was an outright gift, not 
a loan, 

Another innovation was made in the 
budget presented last June, whereby com- 
pulaory savings were imposed. A portion 
of the increased income taxation was made 
repayable within a specified period after 
the war, with interest at 2 per cent. This

part of the taxpayer's wartime taxes will 
thus return to him in the post-war period 

To secure the $3,900,000,000 required, 
without undue borrowing, there was a 
sharp increase in taxation. Naturally the 
increase most widely affecting the general 
public was the advance in the income tax 
rates. To make collection easier the 
method was adopted of collecting from 
wage earners each pay-day, by deductions 
from their pay envelopes. 

As this method became effective in 
September, there was a yeriod of eight 
months for which no income taxes had 
been paid. The amounts since collected 
have been credited back to cover these 
months, as a result of which each income 
taxpayer is now eight months behind in 
his payments. 

These were the more important fea- 
tures in the budget for the present year. 
They supply a background against which 
to set the proposals which Mr. Isley will 
announce tonight, regarding the opera- 
tions in the year which begins on April Ist.
